The longest-priced winner 
nf the season turned up in the opener when Misty 
Morn scurried home in frout and rewarded her few 
backers with odds of over 147 to 1. The worst 
upset of the afternoon came win n Leoehares was 
defeated by Drover Hughes, though tin* failures of 
Strong. Delano and Helen M. were also vastly dis 
apiMiinting to tlie majority. Helen M. was crowded 
out at the start, which resulted in her elimination. 

General Manager John Hachmeister was im- 
mensely pleased with the generous patronage and 
looks tor a great season of raring at Douglas Park. 

There w; re twenty nine utuluel machines in opera 
t {on on all Uie races and an additional niutuel de- 
vices to handle the preliminary speculation ou tin* 
big race. Thirty cashiers paid off the’ winning 
t lekets. 

Tin* mutuel combinations were a popular form of 
wagering. The tirst combination, made up of tlm 
lirsi and second races, went to the held backers, 
as it<> one in the vast timing struck the winning 
combination.

I Suggestion from Kentucky That Conflict with R. T. Wilson Shows Up Promising Two-Year-Old — 
Dorval Derby May Be Avoided After AH. L'Aiglon Wins in Close Finish. 



Cincinnati, 0., May 23, — Sticklers for the tra- 
ditions of the turf who believe a real Derby race 
must be over the mile and a half course arc 
catered to when the l*atouia Derby is mu. This 
is l he one Derby rate of vast importance in this 
country which is run over such a route, making it 
a duplicate in distance of its prototy i*e. tlie Epsom 
Derby, the greatest, race of the entire world. The 
Latouia Derby is the feature event of the coming 
summer meeting at the track whose name it bears, 
l* ginning -Monday. June 8 ami closing Saturday, 
July 4, ImkqKMidenee Day. The Latouia meeting 
is of longer duration than any of the other meet- 
ings in Kentucky, covering a period of twenty-four 
racing days. The two meetings at Louisville run 
one day longer this spring, hut the S|*ort there is 
divided between two tracks, Churchill Downs and 
Doitglus Park. 

The Latouia Derby has one advantage over all 
the earlier three-year-old events, inasmuch as its 

• ontestauts are thoruoglily seasoned to go the 
route by the time it i* run each spring and as a 
< oiiseqitcurc li is rarely that the winner of Latonia’s 
rich prize is not conceded to he the best three- 
year-old taking part in the rich stakes. Of course 
Hie penalty oi live pounds that winners of $ 3,000 
in their three-year-old form up to this race must 
carry gives Hie beaten horses in other three-year- 
old events a possible winning chance even with 
great stars like Old Koschud, when such perform- 
ers are asked to concede their competitors weight 
going a mile and a half. 

There was never a time in the long history of 
the Latouia Derby that tlie held promised to lie of 
beiter quality Ilian will face tin* harrier for this 
big event this season. It has thirty-nine nomina- 
tions and with these subscriptions and tlie $Dhi 
additional starting fee. with its $6,000 in added 
money, it is a stake well worth winning. 

I tie victory of Belloc in the recent Clark Handi- 
cap at Churchill Downs, which marked the lirst 
stake race success of James MacManns, since he had 
Koeky O’Brien in his stable as a two-year-old, 
makes that grand looking colt loom up now as a 
formidable candidate in Latoiiia’s great race. Bel 
Joe’s victory in Hie Clark Handicap will not penal- 
i>a him in the Latouia Derby and his weight in 
that event will be 122 pounds. He is a son of 
Oddfellow, sire of High Private, and allbough not 
TiT the same color, being 1 a rtrrstnrrt, b e ars- some 
resemblance to that great performer. 

Geldings like Old Ko diud and Hodge are re- 
pined to carry 1 19 pounds in the Latouia Derby, 
hut the former’s Kentucky Derby victory will 
penalize him live pounds, making his weight in the 
La toll in event 124 pounds. Every Indication now 
points to a brilliant held going to tlie post in the 
big race at the Kenton County course this sum 
uit r. and if the date of the race should be changed 

• o Saturday. June 29. instead of Saturday. June 
13. which has not been yet officially announced 
by Secretary E. NY. Magiun. then Old Koschud will 
undoubtedly be shipped back from Canada for the 
Latouia Derby after be runs in the I>or\al Derby. 

Trainer (’tiff Hammoii is endeavoring to |*oint 
Beach Comber for the Latouia Derby and that 
f 1 4.1 mu stin of Rock Sand will get in this race with a 
maiden allowance of seven |>oumls. unless he wins 
in tin meantime, which would make his weight 
114 pounds. Trainer Peter Coyne is also endeavor- 
ing to get George .1. Long’s great colt, Ralph, 
ready for the race in an effort to repeat for the 
L< uisville turfman. Free Lance’s great victory in 
this event in 1912. 

K. J. Mackenzie’* string is now in the east but 
he lias a good maiden throe-year-old in San Vega 
entered in this great race and it is by no means 
improbable that lie will be returned to Kentucky 
to till his Latouia Derby engagement.

A CLOSE THING IN LOUISIANA. 

New Orleans, La., May 23. — Next week will wit- 
ness the fate of the Reinhardt racing commission 
•bill now before the legislature at Batou Rouge. 
Both sides are preparing for the struggle. New 
Orleans merchants will throng the capital Tuesday 
<-r Wednesday in a demonstration to show that 
the business interests of the Crescent City want 
tne return of legitimate spurt, properly safe- 
guarded. They will appear before the House City 
Affairs Coinuiitt«*e and urge the passage of the 

bill. This committee, which is composed of New 
Orleans members of the House, will give the 
measure a favorable report. 

That much is now certain and agreed. But it 

is on Hie door of Hu* House that the tight will 
come. Ferd C. Claiborne, of New Roads, one of 
the most eloquent members of the lower house, 
will speak for the measure and declare (hat Hie 
Democratic Good Government League, which now 
dominates the state government, having elected 
Governor L. E. llall. made his campaign on the 
declaration for Democratic home rule and for the 
referendum and recall. The Reinhardt hill cm 
bodies all these principles. It provides for a 

referendum of tin* people of New Orleans as to 
whether they shall vote back the races, and. if at 
any time they become dissatisfied, on demand of 
twenty percent of tlie electorate, they can order 
an election to again obliterate it. 

As now | Hilled, the House is extremely close. Ad 
vocates of the hill have a good fighting chance and 
both Charles F. La bar re and E. J. Reinhardt be- 
lieve they will carry it in tlie House. On the 

other hand. Archbishop Blenk and the churches 
are lined up solidly and wilL send a powerful lobby 
to Baton Rouge to defeat the bill. 

Baton Rouge, La., May 23. — There is a differ- 
ence of opinion among the sup|K»rters of the Rein- 
hardt racing commission bill as to tbe most de- 
sirable procedure to be followed when tbe measure 
comes back to the House from committee. Repre- 
sentative Reinhardt favors speeches iu support of 
the bill, while Representative Labarre is op|>osed 
to that plan. Mr. Reinhardt believes that speeches 
will help the bill, but Mr. Labarre favors moving 
tin* previous question wlten tin* bill is placed on 
filial passage, thus cutting off all debate. 

“The hill will he talked to death if a speech- 
fest is started,” Mr. Labarre said, “and I am op- 
posed to that policy. Let us call the roll and stop 
the llow of talk.” 

“We will give them ail tlie time they want,” 
said Representative* Locke of Calasieti, the leader 
of the opposition. “We will agree to set aside 

one w little day for them if they want it. We will 
agree to make it ‘Legislative Derby Day’ for lh«* 
racing advocates and permit them to talk to their 
hearts’ content, for we know that will l*e al*mt 

as near to tin* restoration of racing as they will 

ever get. We are conscious of our strength in 

the House, and we know that We will kill the 
bill.” 

Representative Reinhardt takes exceptions to 
the statements of Mr. Locke alxmt the racing bill. 

“I notice,” Mr. Reinhardt said, “that Mr. Locke 
claims that there would be about as much sense 
in attempting to rehabilitate the old Louisiana lot 
tery through a referendum as there is iu attaching 
a referendum to the racing commission bill. That 
is one of the many arguments against the bill that 
is used for effect. 1 know that it is a question 
among lawyers whether the courts would decide 
that a pari-mutuel machine is a gambling device 
any more than they would an individual who may 
hold different wagers on any proposition. As to 
th** question of the legality of the referendum and 
recall, the legal profession differs in that respect. 
Let Mr. Locke be equally as fair as myself and 
my friends have been in this matter. We tight 
in t.ie open. Them is nothiug to hide and noth- 
ing to be ashamed of on my part.” 

Atvhhisliop Blenk. of New Orleans, who has been 
one of the most vigorous opponents of the various 
movements to restore racing in the state, is active 
iu opposition to the Reinhardt hill. 

REFUSED $10,000 FOR BEEHIVE. 

Toronto, Out., May 23.— Harry Biddings refused 
an offer of $10,090 for Beehive on Thursday last. 
It came from J. K. Lax ton, for whom Ed Trotter 
is training Spring Maid and other hors«*s. Mr. Gid 
dings has no inclination to sell. It is well known 
that lie considers this colt a better horse than St. 
Bass or Hearts of Oak. which brought so much 
credit to the white and scarlet jacket. Apart from 
the sentiment represented by bis desire to win a 
third Plate in four years with a horse bred by 
himself and trained by his son, Mr. Goldings con- 
sidered it a good business proposition to hold Bee- 
hive for himself against an offer of $10,000. Hearts 
of Oak won last year $11.4415 in stakes and purses 
for him, and he believes Beehive will do better 
than that, besides which he will still be tin* owner 
of the horse. Beehive earned $3,995 in his two- 
year old form. Mr. Laxtoo asked Mr. Biddings to 
set a price on the colt, but in return was asked to 
make a bid. “I’ll take it if Harry says so.” was 
the reply. Harry being tin* younger of that name, 
who is iu charge of the training. He did not say 
so. ami the transaction consequently did not eventu- 
ate. It was the biggest offer ever made for a 
Plater, and is a significant comment on the improved 
position in which Canadian breeders now find them- 
selves as a result of the inducements offered by the 
jockey clubs. And these inducements will be 
steadily increased.

Tremendous Turnout at Woodbine for Opening of 
Canadian Racing: Season— ^Tactics Takes 

Minto Stakes. 



Toronto. Oat.. May 23. — Twenty thousand persons 
cheered if. Biddings’ three-year-old Beehive to vic- 
tory iu the King's Plate at Woodbine this afternoon. 
It was one of the largest crowds that ever attended 
the races iu Canada. The occasion was a brilliant 
one. It marked the opening of tin* Ontario Jockey 
Club’s spring meeting and incidentally the beginning 
of the racing season in Canada for the season of 
1914. Their Royal Highnesses, tlie Duke ami Duch- 
ess of Connaught, ami Princess Patricia and Prince 
Arthur, attended in state and the club members’ en 
closure was packed to give them greeting. Both tlie 
upper and lower tiers of the immense new grand- 
stand were crowded and the overflow made them- 
selves as comfortable as possible on the lawns. 
The day was a |*erfeet one for outdoor sport and the 
track proper had t*eeii honed down until it was 
lightning fast. 

A majority of the races furnished keen con- 
tests and in severai of them heads separated tlie 
first two at tlie end. Interest centered in the run- 
ning of the King’s Plate. There were eight start- 
ers. with three of them coupled as the Seagram 
entry. Porcupine was an added starter. Beehive 
was an overwhelming favorite, as he was entitled 
to be on li is record and trials. He was ridden by 
Guy Burns, made all of his own pace ami won 
easily, although his rider was forced to shake him 
lit* a bit in entering tbe homestretch, where Dark 
Kosaleen made a determined effort. The field 
was pretty well strung out at the end, with Por- 
cupine last. 

The Minto Stakes, tlie Aintree Steeplechase and 
the William Muloek Cup were some of the other 
attractions. James Arthur was decidedly in the 
limelight during the afternoon. He saddled three 
of Hie winners— Stalwart Helen, which won the 
two-year-old race: Tactics, winner of the Minto 
Stakes, and Gold Cap, which won tin* closing 
dash. The finish for the steeplechase was one of 
the closest ever run through the field here. Garth’s 
Lx Ion coining from behind and just managing to 
get up in time to beat Tom Horn out a nose.

The setting 
provided for the tests of speed, stamina, courage 
and traetability in thoroughbreds is a matter of 
pride with patrons of the world-old and world-wide 
sport. Ontario has fostered wisely and well the 
breeding of thoroughbred horses. The presence of 
American stables at onr race tracks serves to en- 
courage and stimulate breeders to further- improve 
their animals. 

And the horse never had a tinner bold on the 
public of all classes. After one has enthused over 
tin* latest models of air, water, or land speeding 
machines, the horse reigns supreme. Blood tells; 
he is the lx-st friend of man; the model that never 
goes out of date. He is a link of the species whose 
development lias lieen achieved by patient and in- 
telligent effort. His triumphs, even his defeats, 
arouse more enthusiasm and sympathetic response 
than any marvel of mechanical ingenuity can com- 
mand. 

Horse racing, popular in leading countries, appeals 
particularly to English and Celtic people, and 
comes to us as an institution considered bv many to 
be of national importance. This great outdoor 
recreation, calculated to develop thoroughbred horse 
raising, is frequently denounced as an incentive to 
gambling.

Tin* situation iu Ulster again alarms the British 
government. 

Senator Bradley of Kentucky is gravely ill in 
Washington. 

Charles Herman, seventy years old, inventor of 
the Yale Jock, died at Zelienople, Da. 

Rebels are menacing Albania’s capital and the 
Austrian and Italian allies are planning to send 
troops to the rescue. 

J. L. C. Jenkins of Troon, Scotland, won the* 
British a matt nr golf championship by beating 
L. llczlct of Dortrusb, Ireland, by three up ami 
two to play, in tl»e final round of thirty-six boles. 

A |K*tition signed by several thousand citizens of 
Michigan asking congress to recognize . Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook as the discoverer of the north pole was 
presented to the senate by William Aldoji Smith. 

Before the Federals evacuated Saltillo they de- 
stroyed the casino, cathedral and many of the. 
main business blocks and public buildings. Sev- 
eral buildings were fired and others were dyna- 
mited. 

An appeal by Becker’s counsel, which is certain 
to 1 m* made, will act as a stay of execution, giving 
Becker more than a year to live, and with it th • 
hope of another reversal of the judgment of tin* 
trial court. 

The loss of the new lightship Halifax No. 19. 
with twenty-five men on board, is indicated by the* 
discovery of wreckage and three bodies near Lis 
comb, 100 miles east of Halifax, N. S. The light- 
ship was on her way to Halifax from Daisley, 
Scotland, where she was built. 

Democratic leaders in the Senate are confident 
that the Danama canal tolls exemption repeal bill 
will be disposed of this week. Senator Kern, 
leader of the majority, says a vote will be taken 
May 28, or shortly afterward, and that the repeal 
bill will be passed by a majority of at least ten. 

The Japanese-American arbitration treaty, it is 
announced by the Japanese government, has l*«*eu 
ratified by Japan. As ratified, the treaty pledge* 
lb** contracting governments to arbitrate all ques- 
tions excepting only those affecting vital interests, 
independence or national honor and the rights of 
third parties. 

With the thoroughness which has always char- 
acterized his work. Sir Ernest Sliackb-tou is about 
to make a preliminary trial expedition under arctic 
conditions in the glaciers of Norway to test the 
rations for his trip across the antarctic continent, 
which he hopes to make in four and a half months 
without the usual f<H>d depots. 

The London inilice carried their war against the 
militant suffragettes into the enemy’s camp yester- 
day bv raiding the headquarters of the Women’s 
Social and Political Union at Kingsway llouso. 
Leading officers of the organization were arrested 
ami documents and books were seized. The raid 
is believed to be the first step in a campaign 
ordered by the government to crush the militants. 

The plans of the mediators provide that Mexico 
for a short period of time is to have government by 
commission. Three or five men, acknowledged ad- 
herents of Huerta and Carranza, will form the com- 
mission. They will succeed Huerta within a short 
time after the agreement is reached at Niagara 
Falls. Following their induction into office they 
will receive the hearty support of the United States 
and the powers of South America. A proclamation 
of general amnesty will be issued. If the Constitu- 
tionalists persist in their puriiose to continue the 
revolution they will be frowned upou by the United 
States, and the new government will bo encouraged 
to take up arms to bring them to their knees.
